This may be as surprising to 
some of my friends as it was to 
me and especially surprising to 
me it was, for various reasons, 
because in the first place I was 
not prepared for such and had 
not seriously desired such a call.

He That Humbleth Himself Shall Be Exalted.”

As previously announced in 
last week’s paper this subject is 
being continued, taking up some 
Bible characters who displayed 
some considerable degree of 
pride, then were humiliated, 
then after they were humbled 
before the Lord the Lord ex- 
alted them, very definitely dem- 
onstrating the lesson under con- 
sideration. 

NAAMAN 

The three things above re- 
ferred to are very definitely dis- 
covered in Naaman, the captain 
of the host of Assyria. The 
reader will remember that he 
exalted himself, then he was 
abased and then exalted. 

His Pride 

Naaman was a great man. He 
stood high with his master. He 
was an honorable man and a 
mighty man of valor. He -had 
proven himself a victorious lead- 
er. We concede that all this 
could be true without him be- 
ing overwhelmed with pride, 
however, the very method of 
approach to the prophet of the 
Lord manifested a proud or an 
exalted spirit. He came _ with 
his horses and with his chariots. 
He said within himself, “The 
prophet will surely come out 
unto me and wave his hands 
over the place and recover the 
Jeper,” but to his great surprise 
the prophet refused even to see 
him, but he sent Gehazi out, 
saying, “Go and dip in~ Jordan 
seven times.” 

The pride of Naaman is seen 
again in his sarcastic reference 
to the muddy water of Jordan. 
He thought that the waters 
back in his own land were bet- 
ter because they were clean, but 
this rough, muddy Jordan river 
looked too much for a man oc- 
cupying such a high exalted 
position. His servants could 
easily detect his pride for they 
said to him, “My Father, if the 
prophet had bid thee do some 
great thing wouldst thou not 
have done it?” They manifest- 
ed a great interest in their mas- 
ter and apparently wanted him 
to humble himself and put the 
words of the prophet to the 
test and see if he would not be 
healed of his leprosy. 

His Humiliation 

Naaman finally made up his 
mind that he would humble him- 
self and obey the words of the 
prophet, “Then went he down 
and dipped himself seven times 
in Jordan.” The number seven 
denoting perfection. We con- 
clude then that this was perfect

humiliation and complete obe- 


dience. Three times would not 
have been complete, or even six, 
but the seventh time he dipped 
he was completely cleansed. 
This mighty man, tho standing 
high with his nation, had to 
learn that the only way to get 
up is to get down, the way to 
live is to die, the way to be ex- 





alted is to be abased. God’s 
choicest fruits never hang on 
the top limbs, they hang low. 
They can be plucked easier from 
one’s knees than from his feet. 


‘Oh, how important it is if we 


want to obtain special blessings 

from the Lord to humble our- 

selves before Him, remembering 

that He will give us the blessing 

that we seek, thus exalting us. 
His Exaltation 

After this wonderful charac- 
ter, who humiliated himself, 
made up his mind to obey at any 
cost, had gone down into the 
muddy Jordan river, the Lord 
healed him and _ his flesh be- 
came again like the flesh of a 
little child and he was clean. 

No wonder after all this won- 
derful experience Naaman mag- 
nified the God of Israel by say- 
ing, ‘There is no God in all the 
earth like unto Him.” Surely 
God is pleased in our magnify- 
ing Him and giving Him honor 
and praise for what He does for 
us. ° 

If we become the happy recip- 
ients of God’s best we must be- 
come very low and humble at 
His feet, willing to be humiliated 
and glad to obey.’ 

NEBUCHADNEZZAR 

Nebuchadnezzar stands very 
vividly before us asa type of 
humility that confesses the su- 
premacy of God. We “Observe 
his pride, humiliation and then 
his exaltation. 

® His Pride 

Nebuchadnezzar was a_ great 
king. He had a mighty empire. 
He is described as the head of 
gold, therefore the kingdoms 
which followed his are'inferior 
to his. The capital of the 
Babylonian empire was famous 
far and wide for its mighty 
walls,bra¥en gates, hanging gar- 
dens and wanderful buildings. 

Nebuchadnezzar, while walk- 
ing in his palace, overwhelmed 
with pride and self glory, said 
“Is not this great Babylon that 
I have built for the house of the 
kingdom, by the might of my 
power and the honor of my 
majesty,” thus did he exalt him- 
self and magnify the work of 
his own hand. 

His Humiliation 

While this great monarch was 
boasting of his own honor and 
glory his words had not more 
than left his lips when a voice

than their numerical strength. 
His Pride 


David was a map after God’s 
own heart; yet He permitted 
Satan to stand up against Is- 
rael and provoke him to num- 
ber Israel. Let us remember 
that it was Satan who did this. 
He who himself had fallen be- 
cause of his pride knew if he 
could get David to lean upon 
Israel’s strength and glory and 
in the might of his people that 
God would cast David down.

exact condition, I am informed, 
that about 90,000 refuges are 
returning to Palestine from Po- 
land and other places. 

During this time 1 sent a let- 
ter to Mrs. Mary T. Sullivan 
an aged lady of about 78 years 
whom I had used as an inter- 
preter of “other tongues” in my 
revival meetings in the past, 
whom God has used to direct 
me in times past, especially last 
year while in Missouri. I will 
relate the instance from Missou- 
ri, and then give the message 
of other tongues as sent by her 
which proved unmistakably 
true. 

While at Joplin, Mo., not feel- 
ing so well, as the climate was 
rather nauseating to me in 
Missouri, while I lay dreaming, 
I was reminded in the dream 
that Sister Sullivan or “Mother” 
as I call her, had a message for 
me from the Lord. On arriving 
at Kansas City I wrote her of 
the dream, and after reading 
the letter, she went to God in 
prayer and God gave to her the 
following message in tongues 
and interpretation: 

Tongues and Interpretation 

“Oh my child, think it not 
strange that Ihave led thee 
forth into new pastures, I would 
refresh thy soul, for behold I am 
with thee to share thy heavy 
burden, Ihave seen thy tears 
and heartaches, I have heard 
thy prayers; Oh let not thine 
heart be troubled. Go forward 
into the rich pastures where I 
lead thee and be not afraid. I 
will go with thee and hold thy 
right hand, saying . ‘fear not, I 
am thy God.’ OhI would draw 
thee closer to me, so our hearts 
can beat as one. I know thy 
heartaches, I feel the pressure of 
thy burden, But oh, lean hard 
upon me, I am thy burden bear- 
er, look up and rejoice. I will 
never leave nor forsake thee, for 
thou art my child.” And having 
asked her to pray with me about 
this call, after she had read my 
letter, and then going to prayer, 
God gave her Joshua 1:5. This 
immediately connected me with 
Israel in the land of Caanan and 
then. the following message 
came, relative to my Calling to 
Palestine. 

Tongues and Interpretation 

Harken! I am calling for la- 
borers who are ready to an- 
swer ‘here am I Lord send me.’ 
The harvest truly is ready, but 
the laborers are so few. Fear 
not to go forth, for I will lead 
thee, my Spirit shall go with 
thee, I will not leave thee alone. 
Hasten, for fields are white al- 
ready to harvest. Hasten for the 
King’s business requires haste. 
Lo, Iam with thee even unto 
the end. 

This message with the vari- 
ous events make it rather plain 
as to my calling to Palestine, 
andI would especially desire 
and request prayer from each 
saint that I may be able to move 
in the Spirit of the calling, for I 
have sacrificed and denied my- 
self until now and I can’t afford 
now to shrink from God, so 
please pray that God may def- 


initely guide me every step of 
the way. 
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
